He does not, of course, believe 
in tho abarrationa' 61 ^pooultism," but 
ho is convinced that beneath the ordina- 
ry experiences •aflife^perdeptlblo to the 
senses, there exist spiritual phenomena 
which will' iepay' investigation and 
which science is only now beginning to 
learn.

One day recently Mr. Murray talked 


to a Boston Herald man oc the; special 
subject of telepathy, and after showing 
from his own personal experiences how 
miud may act upou mind at a distance, 
independently of the ordinary means of 
intercommunication, he went on to say: 


"Hero is'n case in point. My eldest 


brother, who died in 18G5, was at sea 
as midshipman on board- a merchant 
vessel. He sailed under a drunken cap- 
tain, who behaved to him with horrible 
crrielty. Ho got the seeds of .consump- 
tion on that vo-nge. While ha was at 
sja my mother was nursing her uncle, 
J-imos Withers Marsh, and in tho very 
hour of his death tho old man, who had 
been tenderly attached to my brother, 
eat up and said nlond: 'Let tho lad 
alone. Havo yon no bowels?' My mother, 
askod him what he waa thinking of, and 
he cried, 'That captain is ill treating 
poor Jack horribly.' 


"The first officer, n Mr, Mundy, took 


command of the ship when Captain 
Gregory died in delirium tromoua and 
was buried at tho Azores. 
Mriudy 


brought my brother home, and ho was 
told tho story of tho old man's dying 
words. He produced his own notebook 
and showed that on tho day of the old 
man's death ho had madq an entry, 'fco- 
causo ho intended to indiot tho captain 
for his cruelty on their return to a Brit- 
ish port. What is most singular is that 
When ho came to work out the differ- 
ence of latitude he found tho entry in 
his private log and the time of tho old 
man's words coincided to a moment.' 
Thero aro thousands of such instances 
reported, and it seems to mo quito idle 
to dismiss them as mcro coincidences. 
Coincidence has a. very long arm indeed, 
eapeoially iu drama and fictiou. But I 
think it hardly reaches so far as that. 


"Not very long ago," Mr. Murray 


resumed, "I had a very curious per&onal 
experience. Two people had been dining 
with mo—one a.very dear and intimate 
personal friend, the other .a comparative 
stranger. When they had left me, I dis- 
tinctly heard a personal conversation 
within my own mind. I do not protend 
that tho words would havo been audible, 
to anybody else. That would be non- 
sense. 
But I heard it within my mind 


and recognized the voices of tho two 
men. They' discussad my own character 
and the action I had taken about a cer- 
tain matter at that time. The compara- 
tive stranger was critical aad-unfriend- 
ly and my old friend fought my cause 
with great warmth. I questioned him 
afterward, and he assured mo that such 
a conversation had taken placs as he 
and his convive had driven in the car- 
riage to the club from my house. " 


Tha novelist was hero asked whether 


ho had met with any cases of the action 
of a dead on a living mind. Ho replied, 
speaking in an impressive-arid reverent 
tonoof voice: "lam profoundly convinc- 
ed though I do not want to be regarded 
as n madman, that after his death my 
father assisted me in my literary work. 
For a year or two I was profoundly con- 
scious of it, nnd I wrote as if I waa ab- 
solutely under his eye, and with an as- 
surance of his sympathy and aid that, 
however conveyed, was absolute. 


"I had an allusion to this kind of in- 


fluence," Mr. Murray continued, "in 
my book, 'Rainbow Gold.' Thero is a 
dialogue there with a great strong man. 
who has committed some dreadful crime 
and is repenting of it, and the question 
between tho talkers is as to whether 
there is any knowledge of us on the 
part of the dead. And old Armstrong, n 
practical minded Scotchman, remarks 
that he cannot conceive pi the souls of 
Burns and Shakespeare as spending their 
time in knocking devil knocks at the ta- 
bles of noodles like a pair of demented 
postmen. 'But,' says he, 'you can fan- 
cy the spirit of a mother saying to the 
master aeraph, "I have been behaving 
pretty well of late, and I would like to 
co back to Castle Barfield and have n 
look ot the lad I left behind me, and 
the master seraph says, "Go to the poor 
creature, go!" And yon f eel. her near 
you, and you say in the blindness of 
your mind, "Nerves." And you try to 
chase your poor old mother's soul away 
from you with a decoction of Peruvian 
bark.'"

A writer like David Christie Mar- 


.. ,y, ^7ho has tnkou all life for the field 
of" his ait as a novelist and draws upon 
tho whole planet for his illustrations, 
ni'ist hr.vo bud rich experiences in tbo 
doin>un winch tlia Psychical Inve§tiga- 
;iou bociety hna chosen for its own. But 
M does not overload his books with> ma- 
terial of tuis kind, nor is his conversa- 
:ion much weighted with the burden of 
things between heaven and earth that 
wo do not usually dream of 
And yet 


when prompted to do so he can speak 
on theso Subjects not only with knowl- 
edge, bnt also with eloquence. HB is fit- 
ted to do this, first, by his fine mental 
organization, for he has been psychical- 
ly sensitive since boyhood, nncl nest by 
the many psychical experiences which 
hfivo fallen to his lot during a long, 
active and adventurous life, lived among 
many people and many parts of tho 
world. He does not, of course, believe 
in tho aberrations of ^occultism," but 
ho is convinced that beneath the ordina- 
ry experiences of life, perceptible to the 
senses, there efxist spiritual phenomena 
which will repay investigation and 
which science is only now beginning to 
learn.

Gregory died in delirium tromoi>s and 
was buried at tho A/rores

brought my toother hor e, aucl ho-was 
told tho story of t!io old man's dyng

He produced his own notebook 


and showed that on tho day of tho old 
man's doalii ho had made an em-y, bo 
causo ho mtuidod to indict the captain

Coincidence h^s a very long aim indeed,

"Not very long ago," Mr Murray 


esnrned, "Ihad a very onnouspeiRonal 
experience. Twopooplohadbeen dining 
With mo—one a -vciy dear and intimate 
personal fiieiid, the othei a compaintive 
stranger When they had left me, I dis- 
tinctly heard a poisorul conversation 
within my own mind. I do not protend 
that tho words would have been audible 
to anybody else. That would be non- 
sense. 
Bnt I heard it within my mind 


and recognized the voices of tho two 
men They discrssed my own character 
and the action I had taken about a cer- 
tain matter at that time The compara- 
tive stringer was critical and-unfriend 
ly and my old friend fought my cause 
with great warmth

A Fatal Accident on the 


Valley Railroad. 


HUMILIATING THE A TMKN T. 


Cnjii tin Dreyfus, the Traitor, Degraded 


nnd Iinpilaoned. 


PARIS, January 5.—Captain W. Fred 


Dreyfus of the Fourtetnth Regiment of 
Artillery, retantly attached to the gen- 
eral staff o) the aimy, who was tried by 
courc-mattial and convicted of treason 
in disclosing important War Office 
documents to foreigners and sentenced 
to deportation and imprisonment for 
life in a fortress, was publicly de- 
graded this morning in front of the 
military school of this city. Dreyfus 
turned deathly pale as he signed the 
prison register 
When thio formihty 


was gone through two gendarmes with 
revolvers escorted him to a closed mih- 
taiy v.agon, which was soniioiikdpd 
by {."i.trds with drawn swords 
Di ey- 


fus WHS duven to iha military si liool 
The route wns lined bv thousand?. 


On arrival at the school Dreyfus was 


placed in an ^improvised coll. De- 
tachments from every branch of the 
garrison began assembling in Place de 
Fontoice and at 9 A. n fully 9,000 
troops were ranged about a quadrangle 
At 9 Dreyfus was conducted to the 
square and led before General D.irres, 
in command of the troops and the sen- 
tence of the court-martial was read to 
tbe prisoner. 


The General then said: "Youare ad- 


ju Iged unworthy to bear arms. In the 
n'ime oE the French people I degrade 
you" General Darres gave a sharp 
woid of command and anon-commis- 
sioned officer of the Republican Guard 
approached Dreyfus. 
The 
infantry 


prebonted arms, the cavalry presented 
swords and there was a long, solemn 
roar from the massed drum corps. 


Dreyfus started back as the non- 


commissioned officer touched him, and 
shouted: "I am innocent, I swear it. 
Vna ia Fiance'" 


The non-commissioned officer then 


tore off Dreyfus' epaulets and all dis- 
tinctive marks of his rank as Captain 
of Artillery, ending with breaking the 
prisoner's sword in two, and throwing 
the two halves at his feet. 


Dieyfus was then marched bare- 


ho^decl around the entire square in 
front of the troops. He was greatly ex- 
utod, and shouted repeatedly, "Iam 
innocent; I swear it." 


But every time the prisoner spoke, 


in accoidanco with orders previously 
issued, his voice was drowned by the 
roll of drums. As Dreyfus passed in 
front of the place occupied by Repre- 
sentatives of the press, he shouted: 
"Tell the whole of France I am inno- 
cont." This caused some officers of 
the army reserve; standing near, to re- 
toit "Down with Judas; silence the 
traitor." 


It was evident that preyfns 
felt 


theso words keenly, for he turned 
ahirply around and faced the officers 
in a threatening manner, but before he 
could do or say anything further he 
was seized by soldiers and forced to 
continue his humiliating march around 
the square. 


The crowd outside of the squaie, on 


hearing the prisoner's voice, when he 
protested hia innocence, raised fierce 
cries of "De^th to the traitor!" The 
cries, of the populace were accompanied 
by shrill whistling, peculiar to Parisan 
mobs. 


When the proceedings were ended, 


Dreyfus was handcuffed, taken to the 
prison van and driven to an ordinary 
prison, escorted by a squad of gen- 
darms amid cries of "Death to the 
traitor."

iana, who expressed surprise at the op- 
position to the measure on tbe Demo- 
cratic side of the House. He paid 
tribute to the abilities of Secretary 
Carlisle, and dwelt upon tbe duty of 
supporting him, which be said rested 
upon the Democrats. 


In the course of Boatner's speech 


Bland put several questions to show 
that the Administration had adopted a 
gold policy, and finally declared that 
Its financial platform was a fraud, if 
there was no intention to carry it out, 
asserting ibat platforms should mean 
something. 


Boatner asked if Bland bad not been 


a suppoiter of President Cleveland in 
tbe last campaign, whereupon Bland 
responded that he bad supported the 
platform and had voted for its candi- 
date, and the party had gone down in 
ignominious defeat for its treachery 
and fraud. 


Pence brought up Secretary Car- 


lysle's advocacy of silver while a mem- 
ber of the House, in supporting Math- 
ew's resolution, and asked if soon utter 
accepting (he Treasury portfolio he 
had not announced his intention of 
paying some of the Government's obli- 
gations in silver and had not been 
"called down."

IIRICKS 
Or CORK. 


Something Now for Those Who Wlsli to 


Build Houses, 


Cork is the bark of nn oak g1 owing 


on tho shores of Northern Africa and 
Southern Europe. In turning it into 
stoppers a large proportion—theoretic- 
ally 20 per cent, but practically much 
more—is reduced to scraps of which 
the only important use thus far made 
is in the manufacture of linoleum. Mr. 
Campolci calls the attention of archi- 
tects and engineers to the value of the 
cork waste for 
building 
purnosos. 


Witn a cement of plaster of paris, dex- 
trme and seaquioxide of iron, which 
may bj aiado waterproof by oxichloride 
oil zinc, the pulverized cork may be 
formed into bricks, which, while resist- 
ing compression, retain the peculiar pro- 
prieties of cork. Such bricks,which have 
been already made and Vested iu France, 
only bngm to crack under a pressuie of 
190 pounds to tho square ;ach. The 
material is an efficient non Conductor of 
heat.aiid msy be employed to confine the 
heat of boilers and pipes, or it co'.id be 
employed to line roofs and walls to 
niaka houses cooler in summer and 
warmer in winter. 


As a non-conductor of sound concrete 


has been tested at Paris for a hall ceil- 
ing to protect tenants overhead from 
tioublesomo noise at night. The cork 
composition is so elastic as to have an 
i'tipcrtant effect in i educing vibrations 
due to the i uniting of machinery, and 
as a lining for walls and partitions in a 
gunpowdei factory it has so lesisted 
tho force of an explosion that ou)y a 
harmless shower of cork fragments fell 
upon the workmev 
Cork bricks are 


very light, only about half as hoavy as 
ordinary porus bricks. 
While not 


strictly fireproof, they do cot spread 
flre but carbonize very slowly, giving 
out smoke but no flame.—bt. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.
